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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled.to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by U.S. Patent 
Number 5,685,581 to Kritzler et al. 

Krtizler discloses an outside door handle (2) for vehicles having a pivoting portion (6) 
integrally formed at an end of the door handle, pivotally inserted into a door handle rotating 
space (figure 1) formed at one end of a handle base and functions as a rotating center (5) of the 
door handle, and a guide portion (14) formed at the other end of the door handle and inserted into 
a handle operating space (figure 1) formed at another end of said handle base, wherein said 
pivoting portion is formed with a stopper (11) which protrudes toward said handle base in a 
vertical direction in relation to a rotating surface of the door handle, and said handle rotating 
space is formed with a stopper groove (13) into which said stopper is inserted, as in claim 1. 

Krtizler discloses the stopper groove having 

a radial direction restricting portion (figures 6 and 7) for restricting movement of said 
stopper to a rotating direction of the door handle, and a circumferential direction restricting 
portion (figures 6 and 7) for restricting movement of said stopper to a rotating direction of the 
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door handle, as in claim 2, wherein two stoppers (figure 6) are disposed, each at an upper surface 
and a bottom surface of said pivoting portion (the stopper extends the entire width of the pivoting 
portion, form the upper surface to the bottom surface), as in claim 3.
